1 6, line 8 of claim 1 9, and line 9 of claim 21 , the phrase "the number" is replaced 
with "a number". 
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f. In line 1 1 of claim 9, line 1 1 of claim 1 1 , line 1 3 of claim 1 5, line 1 0 of 
claim 1 6, line 1 0 of claim 1 9, linel 1 of claim 21 , line 9 of claim 1 6, line 9 of claim

with "a total number of code blocks". 

g. In line 12 of claim 9, line 12 of claim 11, line 14 of claim 15, line 10 of 
claim 1 6, linel 0 of claim 1 9, and line 1 1 of claim 21 , the phrase "the count 
results" is replaced with "the number of effective bitplanes". 

h. In line 12 of claim 9, line 12 of claim 11, line 14 of claim 15, line 10 of 
claim 1 6, line 1 0 of claim 1 9, and linel 1 of claim 21 , the phrase "the number of 
bitplanes for encoding" is replaced with "a number of bitplanes for encoding". 

i. In line 1 1 of claim 22, line 1 1 of claim 27, and line 1 3 of claim 29, the 
phrase "the number" is replaced with "a number". 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. The innovation distinction that makes the claimed invention allowable is 
encoding the number of bitplanes only based on the predicted bitplanes and 
predicting the bitplanes by counting the number of effective bitplanes and 
referencing said number to a table.
